(dlieial orgfin of the I>-ague of t'ali- 
f<irnia Munieitiallties, Tlie article con¬ 
sists for the most part of extracts from 
tile reiiort of New York City's Com¬ 
mission on Heights of liuildings. It 
denis with the sulijeet in a general way 
and tiien reports its llnilings us to leg¬ 
islation in various states and cities. 
Among tile latter is Hos Angeles, where 
lestrletive legislation and court de¬ 
cisions regarding it tire dealt witli at 
lengtli. 

Itiiismueh as the jirincip es involved 
tiave heen the sulijeet of , luent dis- 
eu.s.sion in Sierra Madre llie portions 
of tile artii le tipplieable to . d condi¬ 
tions are reproduced here. Heneral 
' principles are slated as follows: 

Suburban Needs 

"Tile need for the creation of special 
! restrictions for special districts is most 
I elearl.N exeiniilified in the case of suh- 
i nrlijin residence districts. Here real 
estate developers have found it profit- 
I aide lo secun- control of large areas 
j in order tiy restrictive covenants to in- 
! sure to intending purdiasers of liomes 
I the creation and maintenance of a res- 
j iiletice section of a certain lyiie. Tlie 
surroundings and neighborliood are 
all important in securing desiralde 
homo conditions. Unless the general 
character of the .section is lixed for a 
! consideralile period of years no one 
can afford to build a home. If lie does 
liuild, a cliange in the suiiposed cluir- 
acter of tile neighborhood tlirough the 
liuiUling of apartments, stores or fac¬ 
tories, may render the location unde- 
siralile for a home of the character he 
tuis built and thus greatly depreciate 
his inve.stment. 

Tlie legislation of the past few years 
shows a distinct trend toward Hie cre¬ 
ation of siiecially restricted districts, 
la-gislation tias lieen enacted by N'ew 
York, Massachusetts, Minnesota, Wis¬ 
consin, Maryland and Virginia. Ordi¬ 
nances have been passed in Kichmond. 
•Milwaukee, Minneapolis, Seattle and 
1-os Angeles. 

Legislation in Los Angeles 
"The tirst districting ordinance in 
l>is Angeles was iiassed in lyus. The 
entire city, witli the exception of two 
suliurlis, is divided into industrial and 
residential districts. There are iweiity- 
hve industrial districts and one resi¬ 
dential dislrii't. The residential dis¬ 
trict comprises tile whole districted 
let ritory e.xclusive of tlie areas within 
tile several industrial districts. It 
therefore encircles and surrounds 
many of tlie industrial districts. 

' In general tlie distinction between 
tlu' industrial district and the residen¬ 
tial distriet is tills: All kinds of busi¬ 
ness and manufacturing estaldishmeiits 
are unrestricteil in most of tlie indus¬ 
trial districts, while slieeilied Imsinesses 
are exi'luded from Hie residential dis¬ 
trict. Those busiiiisses not especially 
excluded are permitted in the resi- 
ih-ntial district. All but Hie very light¬ 
est maiiufacturiiig is proiiibited in tile 
residelilial district.

11170. tlie Supreme Court 
again siislaini'd llie eonstitutionalit.v of 
the industrial and residential districts, 
in this case, tlic pelitloner owned a 
brick .vard in the residential distriet, 
ill* liail aciiuireii tlie land for tills lirick 
yiiril Jn P.mj, liefore the territory to 
whieli tile oniinanee was directed liad 
heen annexed to lais .\ngeles. The land 
Contained valualile dcimsits of clay 
suitHlile for Hie manufacture of liriek. 
and was more valualile for iirii k-mak- 
ing Ilian for any other puriiose. Tin* 
petitioner liad during tlie entire period 
of his ovv nersliip used llie land tor 
lirickmaklng ami liad erected on it Hie 
kilns, macliinery and buildings neces- 
aar.v for such manufacture. 

Police Powers 

"in upholding tlic cunstituHonalit v 
and ejiH-ting the liriekyard from the 
residential district, the court licid that 
Ihe poliee power is not restricted to 
the suiipri'sslon of niiisanees, hut ex¬ 
tends to tile regulation of the coniiuet 
of business and to the use of proi'erty 
lo Hie end Hial iiulillo healHi or morals 
mav not lie iinpairi'd or endangered.

How to Utilize Discarded Stockings

Three useful ways of using discard¬ 
ed stocUiug.s: For ironing holder or 
hot disli lifter fold stocking in lengths 
of about nine inches and about one- 
tialf inch tliick. Stitcli lengtliways 
four times, take a tuxik from an old 
garter and fasten on one corner for a 
hanger. 

For a broom take the stocking and 
cut off the foot and slip over Die han¬ 
dle down on hnKmi part. Tlii.s keejis 
It from spreading. Put a screw eye In 
handle and tiang It up. 

For a dustless mop take a mop stick 
and [lut a thickness of stockings on, 
if preferable silk ones can lie put on j 
top
